Feeder cattle do need supplements 
to the farm grown feed. They re- 
quire both mineral and protein sup- 
plements if the best use of feed ig to 
be made. In addition to the efficient 
use of feed nutritional deficiencies 
lower the animal’s resistance and 
they may succumb to sickness which 
otherwise they would resist. 

How much mineral and how much 
protein should be fed? This depends 
greatly on the feed which is being 
fed, especially in the case of protein 
supplements, 

Of our home grown grain, barley 
and oats are usually fed, in some 
cases wheat. They are ground or 
rolled, depending on the feeder and 
may be mixed with the roughage or 
fed separately.

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Needs Five years 


(Following is a speech made in 
Calgary on hail suppression Satur- 
day and reprinted from the Calgary 
Albertan. Thoug 
not necessarily the views of this 
newspaper, it is reproduced in ful. 
and should be of interest to every- 
one in this area.) 


Tt will take five years to determine 
the effectiveness of the hail suppres- 
sion study and experiments being 
carried out over a 300,000-acre area 
around Didsbury, it was stated by 
Dr. H. Grace, director of the Re- 
search Council] of Alberta. 

Dr. Grace was addressing mem- 
bers of the Agricultural Bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce at the 
Palliser hotel. The interest in hail 
suppression was evidenced by the 
membership turnout, the largest of 
the year. 

The hail suppression study is being 
carried out by the research council 
and the meteorological division of 
the federaj department of transport, 
pow The costs are being split 
50-80. 

The reason it would take five years 
to atrive at a conclusive answer, Dr. 
Grace said, wag that it would take 


| this long to gather the nece: in- 
; formation. I was necessary to know 


the time, place and details of each 
storm, the area and the 
possibilities of regeneration. The 
co-operation of district farmers was 
of paramount importance. 

Alberta was the worst hall area in 
the world, the speaker pointed out. 
th was estimated the hail crop loss 
was some $20 million yearly, 

The problem, he noted, was ue 
for a stpdy at the annual meeting of 
the research council] Monday. 

It Was pointed out that losses this 
year in the Didsbury test area were 
below normal. Dr. Grace said it 
could not yet be attributed to hail 
suppression methods undertaken this 
year. Nature was too fickle and | 
such a conclusion would not be war- 
ranted until a study over several 
years had been made. He admitted | 
there was cause for optimism. | 

Dr. Grace outlined the steps 
taken in the project so far. Late in! 
the fall of 1955 & committee Was set | 
up comprising agriculturists, physi- | 
cists, insurance executives, univer- | 
sity specialists. meteorologists and | 
others. ) 

After discussion with the ‘“met’’ 
division of the department of trans- - 
port it was decided to get the “pilot” 
project started in the Didsbury area. 
This area has the highest hail inci- 
dence in the world, with the possible 
exception of Denver. 

The speaker warned that hail 
suppression methods could not be ex- 
pected to be 100 per cent effective. | 
He quoted one authority as saying | 
the effectiveness could not be higher | 
than 50 to 75 per cent. The auth- | 
ority was of the opinion that it was 
better to study the one area thor- 
oughly over a period of years, rather 
than try to cover many different 
areas in the province. 

Dr. Grace also dealt with the mech- 
anics of how hail forms in the clouds 
and the effects of seeding by various | 
methods with silver todide. 

He also rapped his fellows in the 
“higher scientific fraternity” for | 
their lack of interest in what he | 
called a national problem. He | 
would like to “light a big fire- | 
cracker under some of my beaureau- 
oretic friends in —- I won't just say ; 
where.”

There hasn't been a positive case of 
rabies since May. Only six occurred 
from January to May and all were 
in the Peace River block. Suspected 
cases should still be reported and 
precautions taken to protect hu- 
mans and animals. 

have been tae main 
spreader of the disease since 1962 in 
agricultural areas. Coyotes arc 
scarce in the forest areas hecause of 
a shortage of food, rabbits and mice. 
They are moving in closer to civill- 
zation and molesting farmers flocks 
of turkeys, chickens, etc. They are 
becoming very hungry and will 
readily take strychnine pellets. 

You, as an individual farmer, can 
take steps to protect your own flock 
or herd. You may set out pellets on 
your own land at any time to poi- 
son any marauding coyotes. I will 
supply the poison pellets and show 
you how to set them out. They are 
free for the asking. 

You will be feeling the bencfit 
shortly of the presence of the 1060 
bait stations, however, since we can 
only set them out six miles from 
each other and each one must be 
located at least a mile from habita- 
tion, it limits their use to more or 
less sparsely settled areas. It may 
be that your particular location will 
not lend itself to the setting of a 
1080 bait. If such is the case and 
you do suffer from a coyote prob- 
lem I urge you to take action on 
your oWn part and use the poison 
pellets to get the killer coyotes

Official Sides 
With The Coyotes | 


Farmers and ranchers in the Cal- 


balance of nature. 

N. Fred Bell, district agriculturist 
told a Calgary newspaper that many 
farmers and ranchers have expressed 
dismay at the large numbers of 
coyotes being destroyed. 

They have also expressed concern 
regarding the policy of the depart- 
ment of agriculture pest control su- 
pervisor, urging all farmers in areas 
where coyotes are plentiful to obtain 


coyote control material and use them | § 


in the next few weeks. 
“Coyotes keep mice and rabbits 


|under control," Mr, Bell said, “and | & 


| greatly reduced these other pests will 


flourish,” 


However, fish and game officers | 
| also are urging coyote control, Their 


reason is that coyotes destroy many 
game birds, small animals and nests. 

At the moment the farmers in the 
district are not unduly worried about 
a coyote menace. 

“The odd farmer is bothered by 
coyotes attacking his poultry or 
young lambs,” the agriculturist said, 
“but out of a dozen coyotes in an 
area, there may be only one killer. 
When the coyote has plenty of na- 
tural feed, it won't bother domestic 
animals,” 

The coyote population has been 
greatly reduced in the past five or 
Six years that coyote contro] has 
been in effect, 

“We've reached the point now 
where it is debatable whether we 
should carry on this stringent con- 
trol," Mr, Bell said. “It is a good 
job to thin down the population and 
to destroy the few killers among 
coyotes, but it is questionable wheth- 
er we should annihilate them.” 

According to the people on the 
land, a small coyote population 
serves aS a Check on pests equally as, 
or more destructive than the coyote 
itself,
